AMONG THE CANNIBALS. . 


A Massachusetts Whaler who 
Lived Forty Years in the Mar- 
quesas Islands. 

| A GAZETTE reporter had a novel 

experience this morning, having 

the privilege of interviewinga man 


who passed the greater part of his 
life among the fierce cannibals of 
the Marquesas islands, the 
worst in all Oceanica, man's 
name is Leonard ; native 
of Newburyport, Mass., from which 
port. he sailed in the bark Ann Parry 
ih 1840. He wae then a boy 12 years 
of age. The vessel touched at Ta- 
hiti, and the onacrui 
for sperm: 24 — 5 
some time they put into Nukahtva 
one of the Marquesas group, an 
sent a boat ashore to obtain water 
and provisions, bartering various 
articles with the natives in ex- 


When the boat’s crew, in charge of 
the mate, had completed their 
trading and were about to put off 
for the ship they were pounced 
upon by the, savages and all cap- 
tured or killed. 

Cotton was a small boy, and a 
woman who had lost a son in the 
fight between the boat’s crew and 
the natives claimed him as her 
personal property, to replace the 
son she had lost. The other cap- 
tives were imprisoned in a sort of 
corral, and fed upon the best the is- 
land afforded, but closely guarded 
night and day. 

eanwhile invitations were sent 
to all adjoining islands to partici- 
pate ina grand feat—a big baroecue, 
which the captive sailors were to 
furnish the meat: When the time 
appointed for the banquet had ar- 
rived, all the,big chiefs had assem- 
bled to get a bite ofthe fat Mass- 
achusetts whalers. The victims 
were taken, one by one, and knock- 
ed on the head. Then all the bair 
was shaved from their bodies and 
they were disemboweled like a 
sheep. Previous to this a large pit 
had boon provided, lined with het 
stones, to serve as an oven, into 
which the bodies, stuffed with plau- 
tains, taro root and other edibles, 
were laid, and covered with leaves, 
when more bot rocks were put on 
top, and the whole covered witb 
sand, upon which a fire was built. 

The devilish incantations that 
followed the preparation of the feast 
nearly paralyzed Cotton’s young 
heart. e was compelled to be a 
spectator, and his heart grew cold 
when he thought that he, being 
young and tender, might be picked 
up for dessert. 

When the cooking was thought 
to be completed, the coals were 
raked away and the bodies resur- 
rected and laid out in an open 
space, and the flends made a dive 
for choice cuts. He fainted at the 
sight and was taken away by the 
woman who had adopted him, 

‘The Ann Parry bad left as soon as 
it was seen that the natives were 
hostile, and this young Cotton was 
left alone with the savages, with no 
hope of ever returning to civiliza- 
tion again. Shortly after the can- 
nibal feast he was compelled to sub- 
mit to the tattooing process. He 
was stripped naked and laid prone 
upon the ground, while three or four 
women marked him all over with 
a mixture of charcoal and cocoa- 
nut oil, and pricked him until be 
was raw aod swollen. The process 
was continued at intervals until 
his body was completely covered, 
even to his face. 

After some vears he became used 
to the sensuous, dreamy life and was 
halt way contented until the Eng- 
lish ship Hollingwood touched 
there a few months ago, when, be- 
ing offered a passage to San Fran- 
cisco, he concluded to take a look 
at the home he left more than 40 
years ago, and is accordingly now 
on his way to Massachusetts. 

Mr. Cotton is covered with ink - 
marks from head to foot. His face 
is tattooed in red and black check- 
ers, even his scalp being marked all 
over.
